Report brands 
standards at 
failing school 
unacceptable

A HARLOW primary school judged 
to be “inadequate” is set to become 
an academy in a bid to drive up 
standards. 

Longwood Primary and Nursery 
School, in Paringdon Road, was 
placed in special measures in 
December but since then the 
quality of education has contin¬ 
ued to decline. 

Educational authority Essex 
County Council is now searching 
for a “strong sponsor” to reopen 
the school as an academy in the 
“very near future”. 

However, teaching unions have 
warned that academy status does 
not automatically lead to impro¬ 
vements. 

In a letter sent to the school and 
published on the website of edu¬ 
cation watchdog Ofsted on May 7, 
inspector Tim Bristow wrote: 
“The quality of education provid¬ 
ed by the school has declined fur¬ 
ther since the last inspection. The 
arrangements for staffing and 
leadership are not fit for purpose.” 

He said many of the school’s 


teachers and teaching assistants 
were employed on temporary or 
supply contracts, adding: “One of 
the consequences of this turbu¬ 
lence in staffing is that behaviour 
has declined. 

“Pupils with the most challeng¬ 
ing behaviour are not looked after 
effectively because the adults 
who work with them are not well 
enough trained.” 

In February, Essex County Coun¬ 
cil appointed an Interim Execu¬ 
tive Board to help turn around the 


school. It has secured additional 
leadership from a consultant 
headteacher together with a full¬ 
time special needs co-ordinator. 

But Mr Bristow said the IEB has 
had insufficient time to have an 
impact. “Communication between 
the school leaders, the local 
authority and IEB are not yet good 
enough,” he added. 

“The school is receiving a lot of 
advice and support from a num¬ 
ber of partners. However, this is

of the instability of the 
staff team and leadership.” 

The Secretary of State for 
Education has been 
informed of the situation 
and the school will not be 
allowed to appoint newly 
qualified teachers until 
the next Ofsted 
inspection. 

An Essex County Council 
spokesman said: 
“Longwood Primary 
School has been judged to 
be inadequate and that 
the educational standards 
there are unacceptably 
low. 

“As a result of this the 
council as the education 
authority and the 
Department for Education 
are working together to 
establish a plan that will 
strengthen the leadership 
within the school. 

“These plans include the 
provision for the school to 
become a sponsored 
academy and it is hoped 
that the appointment of a 
strong sponsor will be 
approved by the Secretary 
of State in the very near 
future.” 

He added: “Parents of 
children at the school will 
be kept informed of the 
progress that is being 
made and in order to 
ensure that they are 
properly engaged a 
meeting is being arranged 
after the half term break 
to bring them up to date 
with the developments on 
the school’s actions, the 
progress with the academy 
conversion and the 
recruitment of staff for 
September 2014.” 

The school, which was 
formed in January 2011 
following the 
amalgamation of 
Peterswood Infants and 
Paringdon Junior schools, 
is also receiving support 
from Stewards Academy 
and the Harlow Education 
Consortium.

Plea to bring back 
park pitch and putt 


A FATHER-of-two has started a 
petition to reinstate the pitch and 
putt course in Harlow Town Park. 

The petition has been generated 
on change.org - a website for people 
around the world to create peti¬ 
tions in the hope of bringing change 
- by Harlow resident John Mustafa. 

Mr Mustafa, 43, of School Lane, 
has already spoken to Golf Wise, 
the company that once ran the 
pitch and putt many years ago. It 
has said it would be interested in 
running the town park facility. 

The petition, which calls on 
Harlow Council to restore the 
course, had already gained more 
than 240 signatures by yesterday 
afternoon (Wednesday). 

Mr Mustafa, who is part of the 
Town Park User Group committee, 
said: “I live in the Town Park and 
grew up in Harlow. There are still 
signs around for the pitch and putt 
and often when I’m walking with 
my sons in the summer people who

have travelled from elsewhere ask 
where it is. 

“I have spoken to councillors and 
everyone seems interested. It is 
about helping to revive the park 
and getting people outside and 
active.” 

He added: “The town used to have 
a cycle stadium, ski slope, the 
swimming pool with the slides and 
tubes and the pitch and putt. The 
black mats are still there, it really 
just needs a park gardener to get it 
back to standards. 

“The two brothers who own Golf 
Wise said they would be up for run¬ 
ning it again but would need the 
council’s help.” 

Residents who have signed the 
petition, have also left their reasons 
for signing on the website. 

Lisa Carter wrote: “Often missed 
this and thought it would be great 


to have it back, and the land and 
even the little hut is just there wait¬ 
ing. Such a great memory from 
childhood and something positive 
we could do with our children now.” 

Colin Ringer added: “Fond memo¬ 
ries of using it as a child and there is 
nowhere for our children to go now, 
if we can get one thing back then it’s 
got to be a good thing.” 

Cllr Mark Wilkinson, who is step¬ 
ping down as leader of Harlow 
Council, said there were no plans to 
restore the pitch and putt course. 

“It is very unlikely that the council 
would have money available 
towards reinstating this facility,” he 
said. “However, we are happy to 
listen to suggestions and work with 
the community and organisations 
to explore the idea further.”

Why weren’t we consulted 
over school expansion plans? 

SIR A month ago whilst talking to local 
residents, I learned that Holy Cross 
Primary School has radical expansion 
plans to double its capacity. 

I was incensed because as a local 
elected representative I had received no 
briefing and as a local resident I had not 
been consulted. 

I am well aware of the need in Harlow 
for more primary school places to meet 
the needs of our young people and their 
parents and I see no reason why Holy 
Cross should not consider expansion. 
However, the roads infrastructure and 
specifically parking provision does not 
currently exist to support such a 
development and the increased demands 
are not catered for in the plans. 

Despite the double yellow lines on 
Tracyes Road, anyone who travels that 
route between 8.30-9am and 3-3.30pm 
will see all too clear what the current 
problem is and that parked cars spill into 
neighbouring housing estates. The 
consequences of unchecked expansion 
are a major concern. 

I understand that beyond publishing 
information online, direct consultation 
has been restricted to letters to three 
houses in Spencers Croft on Tracyes 
Road. This is a mockery on many levels 
for the implications go far beyond that 


stretch of road and will have implications 
for all residents in Spencers Croft, 
Longfield, Stile Croft and Tilbury Mead. 

In addition, the road connects at the 
other end to the perpetually congested 
Southern Way. 

I have asked council officers to raise my 
concerns and objections and I am 
grateful to county councillor Karen 
Clempner for also pursuing the matter. 
However, a response from the cabinet 
member for education and lifelong 
learning at Essex County Council 
suggests the plans are advancing at a 
pace with no proper public consultation. 

Unbridled significant expansion of our 
primary schools would be as 
irresponsible as unbridled housing 
expansion without the necessary 
infrastructure to support it. 

Advancing such plans without full and 
proper public consultation would be an 
affront to anything that I recognise as 
being democratic.

LABOUR retained control of Harlow 
Council by just 26 votes in an election 
described by the town’s Tory MP as a 
“political earthquake”. 

The UK Independence Party secured its 
first seats on the council taking the Labour- 
controlled wards of Bush Fair and Mark 
Hall, the Conservative’s Staple Tye seat and 
the independent Great Parndon seat. 

UKIP’s Dan Long, who won the Bush Fair 
ward by almost 50 votes, said he would 
fight for the issues affecting his residents. 

He said: “I will make sure Harlow resi¬ 
dents are given first priority for housing, 
I’ll focus on issues like maintaining our 
roads and keeping streets clean.” 

“I’m very proud, not only of my team but 
of the people that supported me and those 
who voted,” he added. 

The political make-up of the council is 
now Labour 17, Conservative 11 and UKIP 
5. 

Outgoing Labour group leader Cllr Mark 
Wilkinson said: “We believe [the result] is a 
protest vote. They [UKIP] campaign on one 
issue and we will see in a year’s time that 
they do not have any answers. They will 
bring nothing to the people of Harlow.” 

Labour’s Maggie Hulcoop, who described 
herself as weary but happy, was re-elected 
in Harlow Common by just 26 votes and 
told the Star it was her toughest campaign 
yet. 

She said. “No matter what the difference 
is, winning is what I was here for. It was a 
tough call though, one of the toughest I 
have had.” 

Andrew fohnson, leader of Harlow 
Conservatives, said the group would con¬ 
tinue to fight to get the best for the town’s 
residents despite losing a seat. 

He said: “Overall I am happy. loel win¬ 
ning in Old Harlow by 300-odd votes is a 
thumping win and we’re really pleased to 
have such a good councillor with us. 

“It is a little unfortunate we lost Great 
Parndon because of Joshua Jolles’ vanity

project. It has proven that he is not a sup¬ 
porter of Robert Halfon as he claims and I 
hope he reflects on that. 

“But now we will keep punching away to 
get the best for Harlow residents.” 

Mr Halfon, who will fight for his seat at 
next year’s general election, said: “The 
days of simple seats are gone.” 

“I am delighted that Joel Charles, Nick 
Churchill and Tony Hall have been elected 
in three key seats and I congratulate all the 
new councillors from whatever party. 

“UKIP have taken votes from both parties 
but much more from Labour. We all need 
to learn from this however. This is an 
earthquake for Harlow. We have to listen to 
what the people are saying.” 

Labour’s parliamentary candidate Suzy 
Stride dismissed UKIP as a “short-term 
phenomena”. She said: “I think for us it’s 
positive. We held on to the council and 
held on to a number of seats. UKIP have 
won over some people but they are a short¬ 
term phenomena. 

“I can only go by what I have heard on the 
doors and people voting UKIP said it was a 
protest vote but they will be voting Labour 
in the general election. That said, it does 
not mean we do not listen to people and 
their concerns.” 

UKIP group leader Mark Gough, who was 
not elected, said: “It is brilliant to come 
from a position of a party with no seats to 
winning the most. To get this level of sup¬ 
port is great. 

“Labour only stayed on top by 26 votes so 
I would say to all parties: watch out, we are 
here to stay.” 

Voter turnout for the election was 33.5 per 
cent, which was up slightly on last council 
vote in 2012 where turnout was 28.43 per 
cent. However, this year was the first time 
local council elections were run alongside 
those for the European Parliament.

Victory in Euro poll follows local council successes 


SUPPORTERS of the UK 
Independence Party were celebrating 
again on Sunday evening when it was 
announced the party had topped the 
polls in the European parliamentary 
elections for the East of England 
region. 

The party now has three of the 
region’s seven MEPs after polling 
542,812 votes, almost 100,000 more 
than the Conservatives who retained 
their three seats. 

Labour increased its share of the 


vote as former Harlow Council leader 
Richard Howitt, an MEP since 1994, 
was re-elected for a fifth term. 

The Green Party beat the Liberal 
Democrats to finish fourth. 

The region-wide vote was reflected 
in Harlow where UKIP led the way 
with 8,101 votes, finishing ahead of 
Labour on 5,386. The Conservatives 
received 4,319, the Green Party 1,001 
and the Liberal Democrats with just 
572. 

Five other candidates representing 


the British National Party, the 
Christian Peoples Party, the English 
Democrats, N02EU and An 
Independence From Europe received 
1.256 votes between them. 

The MEPs representing the East of 
England in the European Parliament 
are: Patrick O’Flynn (UKIP), Stuart 
Agnew (UKIP), Tim Aker (UKIP), 
Vicky Ford (Conservative), Geoffrey 
Van Orden (Conservative), David 
Campbell Bannerman (Conservative), 
Richard Howitt (Labour).

S INCE it was founded just two years ago, Harlow 
Falconry has made quite a name for itself. Now, 
with more than 20 birds and two members of staff, it is 
hoping to evolve into an even more exciting 
community project. 

Sarah Anthony and Lisa Smith are the driving force 
behind the business. When the Star met up with them 
at Redricks Lake where the birds are flown regularly, we 
were treated to a spectacular display by their beautiful 
barn owl, Dizzy. 

Harlow Falconry has moved away from its base at Pets 
Corner in the Town Park and is now looking for a new 
location to call home and house their collection of birds 
including various owls, a Harris hawk, a peregrine 
falcon and a griffin. 

Last year Harlow Falconry won a Harlow Star Business 
Excellence Award for best new business. It has also 
been ranked the number one attraction in Harlow 
according to travel information website TripAdvisor, 
which awarded the company a Certificate of Excellence. 

Now Sarah and Lisa are hoping to spread their wings 
further into the community with a more accessible 
style of falconry. 

“We want to set up pop-up workshops and make 
ourselves and falconry as accessible to the community 
as possible,” Sarah explained. “We have already worked 
with young offenders and children who do not go to 
mainstream school so it’s just about expanding on what 
we already do and just getting better and better.” 

They want to raise £15,000 to create a rebranded, more 
modern and even more exciting business. Sarah and 
Lisa have created a gofundme webpage which allows 
people to donate money to support their efforts. 

Supporters who donate £40 or more will receive a 
sponsorship pack which includes photographs, a 
newsletter and a certificate for the bird of their choice. 

“At the moment we’re working on providing the 
LANTRA (the UK’s sector skills council for land-based 
and environmental industries) beginning falconry 
qualification to alternative education 
students. Students come to us and we are 
a part of their schedule. We teach them

all about falconry so they can get their 
LANTRA qualification. 

“We want to expand that to other 
schools and colleges if we can. We also 
visit young offenders and hold 
workshops where we teach them about 
the birds and falconry. 

“We just want to continue engaging 
with the community and working with 
lots of different people and 
organisations to teach people about 
bird handling and promote safe, 
sensible and fun falconry.” 

Falconry is an ancient sport with the 
earliest references dating back to 
around 2,000 BC. But it is the youth 
factor of the Harlow Falconry team 
that they believe is one of the things 
setting them apart from other groups 
across the country. 

Sarah said: “We have lots to offer 
individuals, families, groups, 
businesses and companies and 
the change we’re going through is 
a great chance to communicate 
with people. We are really rare in 
comparison to other falconry groups 
as we are a lot younger and are 
female. We’re actually the youngest 
girls to be running a falconry centre. 

“Falconry tends to be quite a stuffy 
environment but I think we’re a lot 
more relaxed. We’re a different 
generation to a lot of falconries and 
that makes a difference. 

“We try to make falconry accessible 
and interesting because it is a really 
fun thing to get involved in.” 

The pair offer their services at both 
corporate and private events and run 
team-building activities where 
participants can learn the basics of 
the sport including how to handle and 
fly a bird properly. 

Experience days are one of the most 
popular services they offer. 

“We make our experience days a bit

more fun and try to set them apart 
from other experience days where 
people may not always get exactly what 
they wanted,” said Sarah. “When 
someone books an experience day they 
want as much interaction with the 
birds as possible which is what 
we try to do. 


them a chance to do what they do 
best.” 

It’s a lot of work for two people but 
the pair are excited about the future 
and are hoping to welcome new 
volunteers once the business has a 
more permanent home. 

They have also been working with a 
Brooklyn graffti artist who has 
been creating artwork - 


“We have games that we play which is 
always nice and there’s as much 
interaction with the birds as possible. 
Our experience days are always fun.” 

Sarah and Lisa are hoping to secure a 
new location for the business by the 
end of the year but right now are 
focusing on caring for their birds. 

“There’s a lot of cleaning, lots of poo 
to be scrubbed every day!” said Lisa. 
“We check the equipment and the birds 
every day. We also weigh all the birds to 
make sure they are ah healthy and are 
not too heavy or too light to be able to 
fly properly. Then there’s the feeding 
times of course. 

“We also fly them every day and give

Speed cameras clock driver 
at 119 mph in a 50 mph limit 


A DRIVER clocked at 119mph 
on a stretch of the A414 
between Harlow and Stan- 
stead Abbotts has topped the 
list for the highest speed on a 
50mph road from data sub¬ 
mitted by police authorities 
across England and Wales. 

The Institute of Advanced 
Motorists sent a Freedom of 
Information request to 39 
authorities for details of 
speeds registered by camer¬ 
as between April last year 
and this month. 

From the 33 responses, the 
highest speed recorded on 
50mph roads was the A414 
where one motorist was trav¬ 
elling at 69 miles over the 
limit. 


Chief Inspector Gerry 
McDonald, of Hertfordshire 
Police, said: “There is a rea¬ 
son why there’s a speed limit 
on the A414. If you travel in 
excess of lOOmph you will 
not only endanger other 
people but put your life and 
people in the car at risk. 

“We will carry on with our 
campaign to target offend¬ 
ers who speed. There are 
speed cameras in these loca¬ 
tions. 

“It’s not, as people per¬ 
ceive, an opportunity to 
make money. It’s an oppor¬ 
tunity to control and protect 
motorists and innocent peo¬ 
ple who are adhering to the 
speed limits.”

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Woman injured 
by concrete post 
wins court claim 


A WOMAN who suffered a serious leg injury 
when she walked into a concrete post on a 
dark path has won the right to damages from 
Essex County Council. 

Kirstie Hawes, 35, was on her way back from 
a karaoke night at a pub when she struck the 
bollard at the entrance of an underpass in 
Southern Way, Harlow, in August 2008. 

Miss Hawes collapsed in excruciating pain 
and was left so badly injured that she now has 
to walk with the aid of a crutch. 

Earlier this year she took her claim for dam¬ 
ages against the county council to the High 
Court and a judge has now ruled the council 
responsible for the accident, paving the way 
for a six-figure compensation payout. 

fudge Robert Francis said the 78cm-high 
concrete bollard was a danger because it was 
on a path in an area which was badly lit. 

“It was reasonably foreseeable that persons 
unfamiliar with the area using or walking 
down the approach in a perfectly reasonable 
manner would fail to see the bollard until col¬ 
liding with it,” he said. 

During the hearing in March the judge was 
told that Miss Hawes had been at the Poplar 
Kitten pub but had only consumed two half¬ 
pints of lager. 

After walking into the post and collapsing in

pain, she was treated to by paramedics who 
had to ask police officers to hold torches so 
they could see her. 

Giving his judgment, fudge Francis said 
there was evidence that not all of the lights in 
the subway had been working at the time of 
the accident. 

He said the lighting was so low that the 
council should have foreseen that a pedestri¬ 
an who did not know the area would not see 
the bollard before colliding with it. 

“It not only had the power to provide such 
lighting, it was under a duty to do so because 
it must be deemed to have been responsible 
for placing the dangerous bollard there in the 
first place,” he said. 

He added: “I am satisfied that there was a 
duty of care to take steps to render pedestri¬ 
ans reasonably safe from the danger present¬ 
ed by the bollard and further that it failed to 
comply with that duty.” 

The decision means the council is now liable 
to pay Miss Hawes damages which, if not 
agreed, will be decided by a court. 

Her lawyers earlier confirmed she would be 
seeking a six-figure sum.

Cigarettes seized in customs raid on unit 


CUSTOMS officers seized five million duty 
free cigarettes during a raid on an industrial 
unit in Harlow. 

Officers swooped on the unit last Wednesday 
after the UK Border Force stopped an unac¬ 
companied trailer at the Port of Tilbury from 
Sweden the previous day. 

The trailer, which was supposed to contain 
machinery, was instead filled with millions of 
Winston cigarettes. The duty loss on the haul 
is estimated at more than £lm. 

Paul Barton, assistant director of criminal 


investigation for Her Majesty’s Revenue & 
Customs, said: “It sends out a clear message 
to those involved in this type of criminality. 
Attempts to import distribute and sell tobac¬ 
co goods on which UK duty has not been paid 
are treated extremely seriously and we will 
relentlessly pursue those believed to be 
involved.” 

Five men - two from the Ukraine and three 
from Latvia - were arrested on suspicion of 
being involved in excise fraud. They were 
interviewed and released on bail.

combination 


THERE are some combinations that 
make life feel better - strawberries 
and cream, roast beef and Yorkshire 
pudding, gin and tonic.... but for me, 
one of the classic combinations which 
will always bring a heavenly note to 
summer is the pairing of clematis and 
roses. 

They not only complement each other 
colour-wise, the rich blues and purples 
of the clematis contrasting beautifully 
with the colour palette of the rose, 
but they also enjoy similar growing 
conditions as both need a rich, fertile 
soil, regular feeding with fertilisers high 
in potash and nitrogen and plenty of 
watering during the growing season. 

Early season clematis, such as C. 
alpina and C. macropetala, with their 
bushy habits, are naturally suited to 
training up and masking the bare stems 
of climbing and rambler roses. 

Among the favourite combinations in 
my garden is the David Austin English 
rose, Rosa 'Gertrude Jekyll', which 
produces beautiful, blousy deep pink 
fragrant blooms in summer and the 
Clematis 'Nelly Moser', a soft pink- 
and-white candy striped hybrid which 
twines itself around the rose during the 
summer. 

Clematis can cling gently to other 
plants by twining their leaf stalks 
around other stems or supports and will 
not strangle a rose they are growing 
through.

When choosing a combination, the 
easiest option is to go for clematis that 
flower on the current season's growth 
as these bloom in late summer and 
autumn and are pruned in late winter to 
early spring, at the same time as roses. 

Some large-flowering clematis bloom 
in late spring and early summer on 
wood produced the previous year. 

These can be grown through roses but 
you need to prune them when their 
first flowers have faded, which you can 
do while you're dead-heading the rose. 

Early to midsummer-flowering types, 
including C. 'Lasurstern' and C. 'Marie 
Boisselot', benefit from being thinned 
to five or six shoots before they are tied 
into a rose. Fewer flowers may result 
but these will be larger and more evenly 
spaced, resulting in a more balanced 
display. 

Effective contrasts include the mauve 
Clematis 'Prince Charles' with the soft 
yellow rose 'The Pilgrim'. The clematis 
has fairly small blooms and suits the 
shorter habit of the rose. Clematis 
'Arctic Queen', with its bold white 
flowers, sets off the delicate pink of 
Rosa 'Cornelia'. 

If you have a larger area to cover such 
as an archway or pergola, climbers are 
ideal for providing a living curtain of 
colour. The white blooms of the Rosa 



'Climbing Iceberg' combine beautifully 
with the deep mauve blooms of 
Clematis 'Lasurstern', which will train 
over an arch to create both a visual 
showstopper and a fragrance sensation. 
Alternatively, Clematis 'Romantika' 
drips with amazing inky-purple flowers 
and makes a perfect companion for a 
pale climbing rose. 

Some combinations work fantastically 


well in pots, especially on obelisks, 
which give their growth plenty of 
support, but you'll need a really large 
pot because a climbing rose can make 
a lot of growth. Try matching Rosa 
'Snow Goose', a small repeat-flowering 
rambler with fragrant pompom white 
petals, with C. ‘The President', which 
bares deep purple flowers from late 
spring to early autumn.

‘Green shoots’ are emerging in 
office, industry and retail sectors 


F OLLOWING a number of very difficult 
years in the commercial property sector, 
there are now early signs of development 
activity beginning to emerge in response to 
an acute shortage of supply of good-quality, 
modern business premises, writes Richard 
Coke , of Bishop’s Stortford commercial 
property agent Coke Gearing Consulting. 

In the office sector, Tanners Wharf Ltd, 
having recently completed the letting of 
Building One at Marriott Court in London 
Road, Bishop’s Stortford, to Tees Law, has 
begun construction of Building Two, which 
will deliver a further 25,000 sq ft of modern, 
grade A offices in a prime riverside location 
within walking distance of the station. 

In the industrial sector, Marshgate 
Developments Ltd has submitted a 
planning application for a circa 100,000 sq 
ft new development at Stansted 
Distribution Centre on the former A120 on 
five acres of brownfield land adjacent to the 
employment park. 

Elsewhere on the airport, owner 
Manchester Airports Group is working with 
Uttlesford District Council to bring forward 
approximately 44 acres of mixed-use 
commercial land on the north side which is 
designated in the Local Development 
Framework to be released from air-related 
user restrictions. This will be a significant 
boost to the limited supply of industrial 
and warehousing properties as, following a 
recent run of lettings, there are virtually no 


new, modern units remaining. 

On Raynham Road industrial estate in 
Stortford, Howard Property Group is 
bringing forward two consented sites 
comprising 27,500 sq ft to add to the 
existing stock on the well-established 
estate. 

In the retail sector, there are signs that, 
following the dismissal of a judicial review 
challenge, Henderson Global Investors’ 
£105m scheme for Old River Lane is finally 
taking shape. 

Whilst there are many concerns arising 
from the recent adoption of compulsory 
purchase powers by East Herts District 
Council in order to facilitate the scheme, 
there can be no doubt that the retail sector 
in Stortford is desperately short of good- 
quality, modern accommodation and it is 
encouraging to see that some efforts are 
being made to address this issue. 

It is encouraging to see these ‘green 
shoots’ finally emerging, albeit that our 
planning process necessitates that these 
are lengthy processes. These developments, 
however, offer hope for renewed investment 
and for an increased range of opportunities 
for commercial occupiers in the locality.

mental edge a platform to pro career 


A SPORTS psychologist has added a 
new dimension to the game of 
Gabriella Cowley - and means she 
is supremely confident as she gets 
ready for her Curtis Cup debut. 

The 18-year-old, who plays off +4, 
will represent Great Britain and 
Ireland when she competes in the 
top team competition for women 
amateur golfers at St Louis, 
Missouri from June 6-8. 

Cowley, of Threshers Barn in 
Harlow, has been seeing sports 
psychologist Dan Abrahams since 
January. 

He has helped massively and the 
proof is in the pudding - Cowley 
has already won the Nations Cup 
this year, when representing 
England with 17-year-old playing 
partner Annabel Dimmock. 

She has also enjoyed success at 
the Portuguese Amateur Open, 
finishing as runner-up. 

Cowley knows the nerves will 
build up as the competition 
progresses and says her sports 
psychologist Abrahams has helped 
her with controlling the mental 
pressure. 

Psychologists have had a huge 
impact in sport over recent years. 

Golfers in particular have used 
them to make sure they do not 
suffer Greg Norman-style collapses 
on the final day while leading 
major tournaments. 

Norman went to pieces at the 
1996 Masters at Augusta as he 
threw away a big lead to lose to 
England’s Nick Faldo, shooting a 
disastrous 78. 

Despite her tender years Cowley 
has a mental edge which belies her 
age. 

“It’s about controlling yourself. I 
am seeing a psychologist as an 
individual. I only started to see 
him from January. It’s much 
better,” she explained. 

“I don’t really get annoyed as 
much, and I don’t get as nervous. 
It’s all in the mind. 

“It’s confidence as well, he has 
given me more confidence. I am 
just going to go and play and enjoy 
it.” 

It is the short 3ft and 4ft putts 
which could well decide whether 
GB&I retain the trophy they won 
two years ago - and end a 20-year 
run of not winning in this famous 
competition on American soil - 
and Cowley is well aware of that. 

“When it comes to putting the 
pressure is there. I struggled with 
my putting last year, but I worked 
hard at it in Spain [at a training 
camp] and my putting is really 
good now. 

“It’s just practising those three or 
four footers. 

“I have practised those a lot since 
I was picked, as those are the shots 
that are going to win you the 
match.” 

Cowley was just 12 when she took 
up golf, and spent four years at the 
West Essex Golf Club in Chingford. 

She now plays at Hanbury Manor 
in Ware. 

She is coached by Paul Holland, 
based at Highlands Golf Club in 
Chelmsford. He took over as her 
coach in October. 

“He has helped me with my irons, 
compressing the ball. He has 
helped a lot,” she added.

Cowley (18), of Threshers Barn in 
Harlow, plans to turn professional in 
December and is hoping to secure a 
place on the U.S Women’s Tour, the 
toughest circuit for female players in 
the world. 

The golfer will make her Curtis Cup 
debut in the tournament which runs 
from June 6-8, and is being held at 
the St Louis Country Club in 
Missouri. 

Cowley, who has never played in 
the USA before, explained: “I’m 
looking to turn pro in December. 

“American golf is massive. It’s 
where you want to be. The America 
Women’s Tour is so much better than 
the European Tour. 

“It will be great just to go there and 
see how good the Americans are, 
because I want to play on the 
American Tour, so to see what they 
are doing and how good they are, 
will be good to see.” 

Cowley, who plays off +4, won the 
2013 England Golf girls’ order of 
merit title. 

This year she has already won the 
Nations Cup for England, with 
17-year-old pal Annabel Dimmock, 
who is also in the Curtis Cup team. 

Cowley was also runner-up 
in the Portuguese 
Women’s Amateur Open, 
so headed to the USA on 
Monday in tip-tip form 
and brimming with 
confidence. 

The youngster, who 
only turned 18 in March, 
flew to Atlanta for a 
training camp with 
the GB&I team, as the 
golfers acclimatise to 
the climate and condi¬ 
tions, practising on two 
different courses in 
Georgia. 

From there they will head 
to Missouri to practise on 
the St Louis course. 

“We are having a week in 
Atlanta just practising and 
getting used to the climate. \ 
Then we are getting a flight . 
and doing a week’s training 
before the tournament starts, 
so we are going for two weeks,” i 
Cowley explained. 

“We will have a week’s prac¬ 
tice in Atlanta and then a week’s 
practice in Missouri.” 

GB&I won the tournament - 
women amateur golf’s equiv¬ 
alent of the Ryder Cup - 
when it was last played 
two years ago in 
Scotland, so only need 
to draw to retain the

Britain won, which was the first time 
in ages. This was in Scotland,” 
Cowley said. 

“Tegwin is the most experienced 
player in the Great Britain and 
Ireland team. I will be listening to 
her and taking in what she says.” 

Explaining the format, Cowley 
said: “It’s fourballs and foursomes 
for the first two days and then the 
final day is just singles. 

“Two people won’t be playing every 
time, but during the day you would 
expect to play at least once, either 
the fourballs or the foursomes or 
both. Everyone will play the singles. 

“It’s the biggest thing in amateur 
golf, that’s what everyone in amateur 
golf tries for. 

“There are two people who have 
played before. I’m the second young¬ 
est that’s going. Everyone is older, 
but to get picked is just brilliant at 
this stage.” 

Cowley knows combating the heat 
and humidity in Missouri, in the 
deep South of the USA, will be tough. 

“I have played in Australia and 
when I was there we had the hottest 
day in history, so dealing with [the 
Curtis Cup] is not going to be much 
harder than that,” she said. 

She has not had much experience 
of the foursomes and fourballs for¬ 
mat at the Curtis Cup, but is confi¬ 
dent she can adapt well. 

“I have played foursomes at home 
internationals that I have played in 
the last three or four years for 
England, girls and ladies. That’s the 
only time. There’s not really many
